Lesson Helps—International Series 
of Sunday-school Lessons, 


Oct. 19th. Matt. 16: 21-28. ‘The Cross fore- 


We now come to what appears to be 
the turning point in our Lord’s earthly 
career. The words “from that time forth,” 
convey to us an emphasis of meaning, 
and indicate that our Saviour’s ministry 
took, from this point, a new departure. 
The fact now considered, is noted even by 
Renan, who remarks a certain harsb- 
ness and; method of invective, (as he 
terms it) characterizing Christ’s later 
teachings, which'did not belong to his 
earlier. The actual change, however, 
which at this time occurred in our 
Lord’s tone and manner, was not the one 
eroneously referred to by the French 
Rationalist, but rather this: That 
whereas, before this time, our Lord had 
obscurely referred to the cross as the ter- 
mination of his career (Jno. 3: 14), he 
now exchanges obscure intimations for 
an open declaration. (Mk. 8: 382, f.c.) 
Up to this time he had pursued his 
Galilean ministry under the brilliant 
skies of popularity, and looked ahead, 
as it were, to a bright future in store for 
him. Now, however, he is about to 
cease his Galileean work and set his face 
towards Jerusalem, hissunshine obscured 
by ominous clouds of popular distrust, 
and his future visible only as upon the 
dark background of Calvary and its 
cross. 

The place where the words of our 
lesson were uttered was Cesarea Phil- 
lipi, the very northernmost town of 
Roman Palestine and the northernmost 
point touched by our Saviour’s earthly 
journeyings; and the time was a short 
time before the commencement of that 
famous closing half year of our Lord’s 
human life, a period fall to running over 
with events, most of which, like the 
acts in a drama, were but preparatory 
to the final tragedy of Gethsemane, 
Golgotha and the Garden. 

Peter, and doubtless the rest of the 
apostles with him, had just confessed 
the Messiahship of Jesus, and the Savi- 
our commended him for it, when, as if 


esteeming it a good time to unfold to 


the disciples the true nature of the Mes- 
siah’s work, and considering that the 
joy of the occasion was sufficient to al- 
low the commingling with it of the 


- counter-element of sorrow, the Master 


began to tell his followers that the Son 
of Man must suffer a felon’s death on 
the Cross. (“ Must,” &c., of V. 21st, 
means, that it is{necessary in the nature 
of things, that Christ should reveal God 
in his true character, as a being whose 
highest glory is self-sacrifice ; that thus 
man may be drawn away from the self- 
ishnness Of sin (for sin is selfishness) 
towards the self-sacrifice of holiness.) 
Peter could not comprehend the idea 
of a suffering, self-sacrificing Messiah, 
and so, puffed up somewhat, perhaps, by 


_ the commendation he had just received, 
patronizingly told the Master that this 


suffering should not happen to him. 

“ Get thee behind me, Satan,” is as if 
Christ had said, “ You are to get behind 
me, Peter, and follow me, not go before 
me and lead me.” The real Satan, too 
was lurking behind Peter’s flesh and 


_ blood, for it was the carnal, not the sanc- 


tified Peter, that spoke on this occasion. 
In this first apostle, as°is usually the 
with modern. christians, there was 


a flow and ebb of the spiritual life. It 
was at flood when Peter confessed 
Jesus’ Messiahship—it wasat ebb when 
he would dissuade his Master from en- 
countering the Cross. 

Our Lord, usually so calm and above 
all disturbing emotions, here speaks 
with a good deal of feeling, and as if 
his sufferings were a matter upon which 
he was peculiarly sensitive. How deep 
his emotions in view of them at Geth- 
semane? For he well knew that his ex- 
perience on Calvary was the vital and 
essential part of his redemptive work, 
and that he must on no account be pre- 
vented from passing through it. But 


these words of his beloved disciple were | 


a most subtle and. powerful temptation, 
soliciting him to pass around Gethse- 
mane and Calvary. 


V. 24th tells us that just as the Mas- 
ter bore and was borne on the cross of 
redemption, so the disciple must bear 
the cross of self-denial. He that: gives 
up his lower life, his external ease, &c., 


| shall gain his higher and truer life, 7. ¢., 


shall achieve a high and true manhood. 
They, and they only, as we all know, are 
the noblest and best men and women 


who deny themselves for the sake of |: 


others. Since the Greek word, trans- 
lated “life”? in V. 24th, is the same as 
that translated “ soul,” V. 26th, this lat. 
ter verse may be understood as asking 
how much a man is profited who gains 
every external advantage, but fails to 
achieve a true manhood. The person 
who is rich, talented, or famous, but at 
the same time a moral wreck, has shown 
himself a, very foolish manager in .the 


} business of existence. And ‘in the. day 


of final awards, if not before, he will be 
made aware of his folly. The victims: 
of appetite, greed and pride, often, even 
on earth, bitterly regret the mistake 
they have committed, of seeking their 
own lower in preference to their higher 
good. And does not even reason affirm 
it as likely that many a soul beyond the 
tomb will view with sorrow its earthly 
life spent in serving self rather than. 
God and humanity ? | 
The words, “Son of man coming in 
his kingdom,” of V. 28th, are under- 
stood by some to refer to the transfigur-. 
ation recorded in the following chapter, 
when Christ appeared in glory; by 
others to the day of; Pentecost, when the 
visible church of Christ was fully es- 
tablished; and by others (and this latter 
is the more probable meaning of the 
passage, the words, ‘Some standing 
here,” &c., will not well bear any other 


meaning) to the destruction of Jerusa-’ 


lem, when the Jewish economy was def- 
initely ended and wholly replaced by 
the christian. His own coming to judge | 
the world, the end of the new dispensa- 
tion, reminded our Lord to refer to that:

The General Congregational Conven- 
tion of the state of Wisconsin, closed its 
thirty-third annual meeting to-day, 
Sept. 22d. ‘ The best meeting for many 
years,’ say all the members. The rea- 
son seems to be that it has been a mis- 
sionary convention. The missionary 
spirit was in the hearts of all. Mission- 
ary papers were read, missionary meet- 
ings held, and a large part of the busi- 
ness was with a view to missionary oper- 
ations and results of missionary labors. 
Part. of this is due to the American 
Board which meets at Minneapolis, to 
Coming 
events cast their shadows before.” But 
| @ greater part is due to the increased in- 
terest and activity in missionary opera- 
tions, both home and foreign. 

Eau Claire, the name of the city 
where the convention assembled, is sug- 
gestive of the “clear water” of the 
Chippewa river. The population is about 
8,000.

The Convention opened Thursday

tion. It was fall of precious experience 
and suggestive of the duty of caring 
for the feeble churches. Marked success 
was reported with the feeble churches, 
and a progress in the destitute localities. 
In one case a large number of christians 
of various denominations came together 
to organizea unionchurch. When told 


the proposed basis would be essentially 


Congregational, they replied, ““We don’t 
care; it is what we want.” 
__ A paper was read and followed by a 
lively discussion on the subject, ‘““Denomi- 
national Codperation in small Home Mis- 
sionary Fields.” Some in their enthu- 
siasm for union of spirit and work were 
willing to throw down the denomina- 
tional bans entirely. A few were in- 
clined to put them up too high. But 
the prevailing opinion was to push vig- 
_| orously christian work by our denomina- 
tion on a basis of belief and practice so 
broad, that no evangelical christian or 
denomination would be-excluded from 
membership or coéperation with us. If 
our denomination is worth anything it is 
worth working well. 

One afternoon of the Convention was 


given to the First Anniversary of the 


Wisconsin Home Missionary Society, 
By its constitution this Society is always 
to meet in connection with the Conven- 
tion, and is composed of the same mem- 


bers, but has its own officers, elected eve- 
ry three years. One afternoon the ladies

The work, which is a reprint of sev- 

eral valuable papers contributed at var- 
ious times during the last twenty years, 
mostly to the Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, is a valuable ac- 
quisition to American Archeology. The 
opening chapters present a summary of 
facts upon which are based the theories 
relating to the existence of a pre-historic 
man, both on the continent of Europe, 
and in the United States of America. 
The discovery of human bones far be- 
low the surface of the earth, in con- 
nection with those of animals now ex- 
tinct, such as the Mammoth and Mas- 
todon, seems to prove that man must 
have been contemporary with these and 
other great carnivorous animals. The 
body of the work relates mostly to the 
mound-builders of the new world, whose 
earth-works and turauli are so humerous 
in the valleys of the @hio and Mississip- 
pi. The graphic description of the 
great mound at Cahokia, and of the an- 
cient works at Newark and Marietta, 
Ohio, afford a clear conception of the 
grand scale on which this unknown 
people erected both temples and burial 
places. Careful descriptions are given 
of the enclosures, both for defence and 
worship; and of the mounds for sacri- 
fice, for sepulture, and for temple sites. 
The reader is referred to the work itself 
for minute details concerning the mystic 
rites of religion. Many customs of the 
mound-builders found their counterpart 
in those of ancient Persians, Greeks and 
Scythians; in proof of this, quotations 
from Herodotus, and facts relating to 
the burial of Hector and Achilles, as 
describes by Homer, are freely intro- 
duced. Among the most interesting 
chapters of the work, is that relating to 
their arts and manufactures, since many |. 
of their implements and utensils were 
of superior workmanship, and showed 
real artistic skill, That this mysterious 
race was acquainted with weaving is 
clearly proved, and such textile fabrics 
as were taken from mounds in Ohio are 
minutely described. Thus the ancient in- 
habitants of the Mississippi valley are 
linkéd with the civilized races of Cen- 
tral and South America. ‘The extensive 
mining operationsof the mound-builders, 
conducted among the iron ores of Mis- 
souri, the mica beds of North Carolina, 
and the copper regions of Lake Superior 
are adduced in proof of their commer- 
cial intercourse. A careful examination 
of the few specimens yet discovered of 
the mound-builders’ skulls, inclines the 
author to the opinion that these mys- 
terious people were a race separate from 
the Indians of North America, but more 
nearly allied with the Mongolian than 
with the Negro or Caucasian races. In 
considering the origin of the mound- 
builders, the author locates their earliest 
home within the tropical regions of Cen- 
tral America, whence they slowly emi-. 
grated northward. The historical evi- 
dences relating to the origin of the 
_ Aztecs and the Toltecs, are presented 
with great clearness and force, and the 
conclusion is reached that their power 
was based on the subjection of the masses 
to their rulers. The views of several 
distinguished writers, with regard to the 
unity of the human race, are given at 
some length, closing with the decided 
protest of the illustrious Humboldt 
against the assumption of superior and 
inferior races. In the closing chapter 
evidences are presented showing that the 
civilization of the mound-builders was 
the growth of many centuries, and that 
its progress was, from the force of cir- 
cumstances, very slow. The style of the 
work is clear and forcible, and will well 
repay a careful perusal; its pages are 
enriched with numerous and beautiful 
illustration.

Wonderful Gold Mines. 


There has been discovered in the Argentine 
Republic, if accounts be true, the richest gold 
mine in the world and a treasure house of the 
precious metal almost surpassing in value all 
the mines of California combined. The scene 
of this great discovery is in the Valley of 
Famatina, in the province of Rioja, Argentine 
Republic, and the tidings of the almost fabu- 
ious riches unearthed have produced the great- 
est excitement here. Wonderful as are the 
accounts given of the value of the mines, it is 
the general opinion that the half is not known 
even by the discoverer, and that there is more 
gold there than the finder thought at the time 
of his negotiating for the sale of a portion of 
the tract. The single fact that a provisional 
transfer title has already been drawn up for 
the sale of two leagues of this immense auri- 
ferous deposit, for which the vast sum of $100,- 
000,000 in currency is to be paid, is the best 
evidence of the confidence that is placed in the 
results of this discovery. The great ‘‘ find”’ 
has naturally attracted the attention of capi- 
talists and speculators; and while the general 
public of Buenos A is engaged in wonder- 
ing speculations and comments as to the prob- 
able advantage to La Plata which may follow 
an event which promises to bring among them 
a great tide of emigrants and gold-seekers (for 
the fact of the existence of the immense unde- 
veloped mineral riches of the Argentine Re- 
public has now been fully established, it is 
claimed), moneyed men have been quick to turn 
the discovery of the mines to immediate ac- 
count. Parties interested have left here for 
England, whither the eyes of all turn when 
great financial speculations like this are con- 
cerned, to form copartnerships with capitalists 
to work the mines, or else to float the affair 
as a joint-stock compagy - The discovery 
of these mines has been due to perseverance, 
supplemented by science and a belief in the 
mineral riches of the Republic. Some time 
since a German, a man versed in mineralogy, 
came hither from Europe, impressed with the 
conviction that a search properly carried out 
would result in valuable discoveries in the 
northern provinces of the Argentine Republic. 
On arriving here he at once repaired to those 
provinces, and commenced to make a personal 
survey of the localities which he thought most 
likely to reward his efforts. He went from 
place to place pursuing his investigatiuns. 
Among the remotest localities visited by him 
was the province of Rioja, a mountainous dis- 
trict situated among and to the eastward of 
the Andes Mountains, the northern limit of 
which is latitude 27 deg., and the area of 
which extends west to the Andes from longi- 
tude 66 deg. 20 min. To the north of Rioja is 
the province of Cajamarca, to the south San 
Juan i San Luis, to the east Cordova, anil the 
western boundary, separating it from Chile, is 
the Andes. In Rioja is situated the Valley of 
Famatina, fertile only in spots where the soil 
is subjected to irrigation by streams, and of a 
len of about 150 miles by thirty miles 
width. The boundaries of this valley are on 
the west of the Famatina range, and on the 
east is the Velasco range of mountains. It was 
to this valley that, led by his wish to examine 
into the silver mines that. it already contains, 
and hoping to make new discoveries in that 

uarter, the German finally wended his way. 
Resthing Chilecito, the principal town of the 
valley, he entered upon his investigations. In 
a short time he had established to his satisfac- 
tion the fact of the existence of d in the 
valley. Continued researeh revealed the fact 
that upon a tract blouse to the Government 
the precious metal was indeed there in abund- 
ance, and he at once, without making public 
the purpose in view, commenced negotiations 
for the purchase of the site. He managed so 
well that the spot which he had at first ex- 
plored, comprising one league of land, was 
sold to him for a very insignificant sum. This 
first purchase was followed by another and a 
larger one, and in order to includein the bargain 
as much as possible of the rich deposit land, he 
bought in the three leagues adjoining. This 
having been done, the discoverer sent to this 
city a full power of attorney, which has only 
recently reached here. 

When the news of the wonderful discovery 
was known in this city, the excitement was 
naturally very great. Perhaps the facts were 
exaggerated, but the accounts were, in sub- 
stance, that when the mines should be worked, 
tens of thousands of dollars daily would be the 
product of the labor... Many refused to believe, 
as incredible, the tidings of the immense value 
of the mines. Not so, Lodover; was it with all 
who heard of it, for it is now announced in the 
Daily News of this city that the provisional 
transfer title, heretofore referred to, has been 
drawn up at the office of Don J. V. Cabral, a 
notary of the city, in favor of two gentlemen, 
Messrs. E. Madero and E. Castro, for the sale 
of two leagues of the gold track.

resulted in establishing in the public mind a 
confidence in the accounts originally given, 
and although efforts have been made to buy 
portions af the remaining two leagues, the for- 
tunate owner refuses to sell, and has decided 
not to offer the land in this market at present. 
Everybody is now eagerly awaiting the report 
of the engineers who have been sent to Fama- 
tina-Rioja to survey the land and make their 
repert. <A “‘ gold fever’’ similar to that which 
agitated the United States in 1849, when the 
great gold discoveries in California first came 
to the knowledge of the public, has begun to set 
in, and but for the long distance to Rioja and 
the many incgnveniences of the journey of 600 
or 700 miles thither, the people here would have 
hastened to overcome their constitutional indo- 
lence, and would take their . eg by 
thousands to the newly-found gold land. The

Citi- 
zens from the western side of the republic, now 
here, do not fail to boast loudly of what riches 
may yet be found in the regions made memor- 
ble by the Famatina Rioja discovery. The 
Famatina mountains, the vicinity in which 
these gold mines have: been found, have long 
been reputed to contain deposits of silver not 
inferior in importance to the great silver mines 
of Potosi, in Bolivia, which, from about the 
middle. of the sixteenth century to near the 
close of the eighteenth, yielded, as is supposed, 
together with the product of the gold mines of 
the same district, nearly $100,000,000. The 
silver mines of the valley of Famatina are al- 
ready famous. Pre-su pines as itis fair to do, 
that great results follow the discovery of 
further extensive ‘‘diggings’’ in Famatina- 
Rioja, and that adventurous from the 
States and elsewhere will flock thither to seek

Wheat is 
raised there, and there are some exportations 
of brandy and wine; but the trade is limited, 
as has been said, by the isolated position of the 


Chilecito and Guandacol, the former of which 
is the principal town of Famatina, the centre 
of the present gold discoveries, and the head- 
quarters of the district in which the mines are 
situated. In the valley are also found several 
villages, and about these are generally clustered 
the inhabitants of the valley, the surface of 
which, except in the vicinity of the villages, is 
barren. This is, in brief, the description of that 
region which seems about to realize the golden 
dreams of the old Spanish conquistaderes.— 
Panama Star and Herald. . 


Victoria and Her Mineral Resources, 


Little more than twenty years have elapsed 
since the great mineral wealth of our Austra- 
lian colonies was ascertained. Copper and tin 
were known to exist, and beds of coal had been 
accidentally found at Newcastle. It was not, 
however, till the gold fields were discovered 
that the impetus was given which has made 
Australia flourishing and populous, whilst en- 
riching the mother country. The tales received 
from California of the wondrous doings in that 
region had inflamed men’s minds. Bayard 
Taylor’s El Dorado, with its romantic account 
of his visit to San Francisco, had frightened 
our Government authorities. They feared that, 


would attract the population from the more 
steady pursuits of agriculture. Count Strelecki, 
the great Polish traveler’s report of his discov- 
ery of gold in the neighborhood of Melbourne, 
was, consequently, kept studiously concealed 
by the authorities at the Colonial Office. 
Chance baffled all the precautions taken. The 
world heard the news in wonder that fields as 
rich in gold as those of California had been 
found in what is now called Victoria. Thou- 
sands of people from every known count 
rushed to the spot. For a moment the searc 
for gold absorbed public attention in the neigh- 
borhood to the exclusion of other pursuits. 
Men’s minds, however, calmed down shortly. 
A certain number devoted themselves entirely 
to digging; the others applied themselves to 
raising the necessaries to supply their wants. 
Large quantities of gold dust were exported ; 
Victoria became one of the great gold-producing 
countries of the world, and from that time 
down to the present moment has gone on 
steadily furnishing an unfailing yield. It is 
estimated that from the discovery of the gold 
fields, up to the 31st of Diesen bar Last: Victoria 
has raised no less than the enormous value of 
£,168,149,305 of gold. Judging from the rel- 
ative proportion of gold exported to that 
retained in the colony, from the returns of the 
last two years, by far the larger portion of the 
above amount must. have been sent out of the 
country. In return the colonists have received 
its value in commodities of more utility to them 


in their position, and the wealth thus accumu- 
lated and increasing has made Victoria one of 


the most prosperous countries in the world. 
this century which will form the theme of 


| many a future historian’s book. At the pres- 


ent time the work of digging has resolved

The number of miners employed in the col- 
ony on gold mining, during 1872, has been esti- 
mated by the authorities, at 52,965, of which 
14,158 were Chinese. These figures show a 
falling off of 3,452 from the preceding year, 
of which 1,511 is in Chinese miners. The 
52,965 may be divided as follows: 36,141 em- 
ployed in alluvial mining, and 16,824 in quartz 
mining. According to the Melbourne Argus, 
the earnings of these respective classes were, 
4159 os 63d, for the quartz miners, whilst 
those of the alluvial miners are computed at 
£95 os. 6%d. during the year. The total 
amount of gold raised was estimated at 
1,331,3770Z-, which, divided amongst the 
52,965 men employed in raising it, would give 
an average earning of £93 6s to each. Many, 
of course, worked for less periods than a year. 
Up to the end of 1872, 3,224 distinct aurifer- 
ous reefs had been either opened up or pros- 
pected, and the area ofthe quartz and alluvial 
opened up was 1,026 square miles. The 
ollowing are the relative returns of the last two 
years: According to the reports of the Commis- 
sioner of Trade and Customs there was exported 
in 1871, and in 1872; 
received at Melbourne Royal Mint, 121,9960z. 
in 1872. The estimates of the mining regis- 
trars state the amounts raised to have been 
1,368,9420z. in 1871, and 1,331,3780z. in 1872. 
The returns made by the managers show 
that the amounts purchased by the banks were

TRADE AND COMMERCE. 
Money is abundant here, at a low rate of in- 


terest, and trade and commerce are good. We P 


are sharing, in fact, in the general prosperity 


observable at the present timeall overthe world. : 


The shipment of your grain to the London 
market, instead of flooding these colonies with 
any portion of it, has been a great benefit to our 
farmers, who have got a high price for their 


aland, perhaps, excepted—things look well ;

Our 
imports of all kinds, for the first five months of 
this year, amount to £6,057,000; and our ex- 
ports to £6,329,000. Our exports of gold for 
the first five months of the year were 619,311 0z., 
against 616,539 oz. for the first five months of 
1872. The total shipments of wool for the sea- 
son—say from October 1, 1872, to June 1, 1873

A Trade Lesson. 


The world would be a gainer if the lesson 
the movements in the petroleum 
trade could be thoroughly learned and taken 
by men and capitalists every- 
where. In brief, the story is this. Under the 
influence of unlimited production and low 
prices we had built up an enormous trade in 
petroleum. From the first year of leum 
production to the close of 1871 there had been 
a regular and uninterrupted increase of export- 
ation. The year 1872 was marked by two im- 
portant efforts to interfere with the natural 
course and development of. the trade—the first 
by the South Improvement Company, the other 
by the producers’ combination. Both rested 
on the principle which is familiar in various 
forms. It was argued that the business was a 
monopoly, or might be made so by combina- 
tion ; the world must have petroleim ; hence, 
price artificially, by limiting 
uction, or by diverting the oil to a single 
central point for ing. The result wasseen 
instantly. The price rise, but few people 
would buy. The steady gain which hed bach 
ing on up to the close of January, 1872, sud- 
enly stopped. In February, the decrease of 
exports of refined petroleum from the corre- 
sponding month of 1871 was 000 Ons; 
in March, it was 2,900,000 ons; in Junie, it 
was 5,700,000 gallons. The total loss in the 
five months ending with June was more than 
11,000,000 gallons. The producers’ combina- 
tion in the fall was short-lived. 1t apparently 
affected unfavorably but one or two months’ 
exports, and the total decrease for the year 
was Only 14,000,000 gallons. | 
This year the market has been undisturbed 
by any combination. The price has been ex- 
ae low, and produetion has been entirely 
free. . The theory of the producers, as applied 
last September, would be, that the supply was 
excessive, and the’ price too low for any profit. 
The fact is, that the wells are making money 
for their owners, and the demand exceeds the 


| supply—the only limit to the export being im- 
posed by the impossibility of finding enough 
ships to take it away. Up to the roth of June 


the exports from all the ports had reached 799- 
500,000 gallons, against 50,000,000 gallons the 
preceding year, 54,000,000 gallons in 1871, and. 
46,000,000 gallons in 1870. These figures in- 
clude all petroleum, both crude and refined, 
and they differ slightly, but not materially, 
from those given above, both beca 
is included in the last statistics, and because 
the last three weeks of June, with their grea 
falling off in 1872, are not included in them. 
Here we have, then, the results of two oppo. 
site experiments. During the whole period of 
free uction and na course of trade, 
the quantity of exportation and its value in- 
creased rapidly. A year of interference inter- 
vened, and both quantity and value were not 
merely stopped from increasing, but actuall 
declined. e.order of nature was restored, 
and the gain was resumed. We doubt if ever 
there was a plainer case or a more instructive 
one. Whether the lesson will be acted upon, 
is another matter. ‘The theory that non-inter-
